THE  HIGH: 

Cocaine  heightens  alertness,  inhibits 
appetite  and  the  need  for  sleep,  and 
provides  intense  feelings  of  pleasure.  The 
high  appears  almost  immediately  after  a 
single  dose  and  disappears  within  a few 
minutes  or  hours.  The  duration  of  the  high 
depends  on  the  route  of  administration. 

The  faster  the  absorption  of  the  cocaine 
occurs,  the  more  intense  but  shorter  in 
duration  the  high  will  be. 


THE  LOW: 


Cocaine  can  trigger  a number  of  unpleasant, 
sometimes  deadly  effects.  Prolonged 
cocaine  snorting  can  result  in  ulceration  of 
the  mucous  membrane  of  the  nose  and  can 
damage  the  nasal  septum  enough  to  cause  it 
to  collapse.
